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CHAPTER VII.

According to the talk ot the German 


diplomats before tfcs v?or the erpecta- 
tlou was that Japan's power T/ould be 
used against America at the first op- 
portunity. "Whether the object, of this 
campaiipi was to stir tip trouble be- 
tween Japan and America, or only to 
awaken thJs conntry to a sense of the 
danger which the Germans professed 
to beliere.threatened her I don't know. 
.1 do know, however, that prospect of 
a Japanese-American war seemed to 
worry the Germans considerably more 
than it worries us. 


The day England declared war 


against Germany. August 3, 3914, the 
Prince von Pless called to see me pro- 
fessionally. 


rniere will be two wars fought," he 


said, oracularly. "The present one, by 
which vre shall gain control of the con- 
tinent of Europe forever, and then a 
-war with the yellow races, la which 
we shall probably have your country 
to assist us I" 


That this opinion was more or less 


general in Germany may account for 
the feet that from the time "vver was 
declared anffl August 23. 1034, when 
Japan declared war against Germany, 
the Japanese residents in Berlin were 
made the subject of the most sicken- 
ing attentions. It was reporred that 
Japan was going to attack Hwsla, and 


ica and other countries were there 
with the kaiser's siaff to witness th'e^ 
display of Germany's military power. 
ApparenUy they were very much Im- 
pressed, for I heard afterwards that 
one of the French officers who had 
been present had written a book In 
which he Bald: "With sacb. an army, 
Germany could annex Stance in six 
months P 


{ 'I happened to mention this fact to 
thb kaiser shortly afterwards and his 
significant comment was: 


"Six mouths I I should hope so. It 


wouldn't take that long!"" 


The confident belief that when "Der 


Tag"—"the day"—finally arrived, Ger- 
many would crash her enwnles and ac- 
complish her object within a few 
months at the outside was held not 
only by the kaiser but by the people 
generally and tnelr conduct when the 
war broke \ont clearly disclosed It 


When Germany's man. power was 


mobilized, no one In Germany believed 
i'c would b>5 very long before they 
would all be back and every effort was 
made to make their few weeks of ac- 
tive service as Httl? irksome ES pos- 
sible. 
"Ltebesgiibec,** gifts of love, 


consisting of cloth? ng and food of 
every description, -were forwarded to 
them by their relatives and friends In 
the most lavish matJier, although, of 
course, at that time 'he German com- 
missary wiis able to i>acisfy all the sol- 
diers' reQ alrements. 


One of lay patients told me that she 


had sent seventeen hundred pounds of 
Fmusaffes to one regiment within a 
week, and when I naked her why she 
had been »o generous she replied that 
her chauffeur was a member of the 
regiment I 


The ert?nt to which the country's 


resources were squandered in those 
early months Js evidenced by tho fact 
that the soldiers nad such an excess 
of Ill-fitting woolen wearing apparel 
that they csed many of the knitted ar- 
ticles as earpieces and covers for their 
horses. No one had the slightest idea 
that the time might come when tho 
whole nation would be clothed In pa- 
per! 


At this late day It can hardly be 


necessary to establish how thoroughly 
prepared the Germans were for the 
war, but an incident which occurred in 
the early days of the conflict may not 
be out of place to show the self-satis- 
fled and coqfident itUtnde which all 
the Germans assumed.

Instantly there was a wild 
demonstration In tbe streets ai Berlin, 
which would have resulted most disas- 
trously (or the Japs woo bad so recent- 
ly heen hailed as friends hot for the 
astonishing fact that every single Jap 
bad succeeded in getting awuy from 
Berlin before the news of Japan's en- 
try Into the war became generally 
known. 


In the absence of Japntete npon 


which to vent their spleen, tbe Ger- 
mans did everytimg they ci>nld to 
make life miserable for those who re- 
sembled Japs. The few Chinese who 
•were there were terribly treated either 
because.they were taken for Japs or 
because they were of the same race. 
The Siamese minister. Prince Traldos, 
•who was one of my patients, told mo 
that when his wife and children wont 
out on the slTaets tho crowds followed 
them and jeered, referring to ibe Jap- 
anese as monkeys and osing other op- 
probrious epithets. They even went 
«o far as to spit In Princess 'Craldos' 
face, and the minister finally decided 
to send her and the children to Switzer- 
land, although he himself remi.lned at 
bis post 


I saw the kaiser shortly after the 
' Japanese declaration of war, and he 


was very bitter against the United 
States because of that development. 


"What is your president thinking ot 


to allow a yellow race to attack n 
white race I Now the Japanese are at- 
tacking Klau-Chao. and America could 
have prevent! It All that America 
had to do wan to raise a finger and 
Japan would have known enough, to 
keep her place I

He spoke In this strain on several 


subsequent occasions. 


Wnen Klan-Chau fell he again crit- 


icized the United States for not having 
stopped Japan. 


"How can your president 
allow 


Japan to increase In power at the ex- 
pense of a white racer1 he asied, In- 
dignantly. "Now China Is lost to the 
world forever. 
America Is the one 


power tnat coold have prevented it, 
but now Japan has got her finders on 
China and she Is lost to us forever!" ' 


After,we were In tbe war, thf kaiser 


expressed to me his opinion that our 
object In taldng this step was four- 
fold: 
•'First," be said, "Wilson wants to

sent at the peace table. Third, ho 
wn&ts to give your army and navy a 
little practical 
experience—unfortu-

nothins material of her own In their 
place, "My advice to America," he de- 
clared.

'ca and who had already demonstrated 
l».t they were fur more dan;;erons 
ian the Japanese had ever ITU.

knees within a comparatively few 
weeks and that the cbn<piering Ger- 
man armies would celebrate Sedan 
day. September 2, in Pads. What ac- 
tually happened Is, of course, too -well 
known here to require recital, but I 
know that the Germans were kept in 
absolute ignorance of the marvelous 
resistance the allies were able to put 
up in those critical days of August and 
September, 1014, and to this day tho 
majority of Germans have not heard 
of the battle of the Marne! 


Just after the English passed their 


conscription law I was called to see 
the kaiser at the great army headquar- 
ters, which at that time were at Pless. 
Although the war hnd then lasted two 
or three times as long as the Germans 
had expected, the kaiser masked the 
depression he must have felt by put- 
ting on a bold front 


"How foolish for England to start 


conscription now," he declared, 
"i£ue 


thinks she can accomplish la a few 
months what it has taken Germany a 
hundred years to attain. Armies and 
officers cannot be developed over night 
We have never stopped preparing since 
the days of Frederick the Great!" 


"Yes, your majesty, but the North- 


ern states in bur Civil war put in con- 
scription two years after the begin- 
ning of the war," I suggested,

th6 kaiser replied quickly. 


The kaiser's dislike of Von Hlnclen- 


burg was of long standing. He huti 
never forgiven that general for the mis- 
take he niado during military maneuv- 
ers In peace time when by a brilliant 
stroke of strategy he had succeeded it* 
capturing the kaiser's forces, including 
the kaiser and MB whole staff 1 


I have referred in a previous chapter 


to the kaiser's unbounded confidence 
after the Italian collapse in. 1017. 
"Now, we've got the allies!" he ex- 
claimed, with an air of concluslveness 
which emphasised the optimism .he 
displayed. 


After the capture af Roumaula, he 


exhibited a similar degree of exulta- 
tion. He believed that in that achieve- 
ment ho had successfully solved the 
food problem—tho otts -cloud which 
constantly darkened the teaiser's hori- 
zon. 


"Now the allies will never succeed la 


starving us," he said to mo In my of- 
flce shortly after the Roumanian drive. 
"With Roamanln in our pockets and 
Servia already ours, their wonderful 
agricultural possibilities will supply 
our food needs and foil our enemies' 
efforts to starve us. Indeed, they had 
better look out for themselves. Don't 
forget we have a monopoly on the 
potash mines of the world. Without 
proper fertilization, American crops 
will go oa decreasing and decreasing 
and they won't get any potash until we 
get ready to let them have it!" 


The failure of the Scppclins from a 


military standpoint was undoubtedly a 
great "disappointment to the German 
people at large, who had-counted so 
much upon tuem to bring disaster to 
England, but It cannot be said that the 
kaiser shared their chagrin. On the 
contrary, I DE.VC reason to believe thiit 
he never expected very much from that 
arm of bis military force except as it 
might be useful to terrorize the civil 
population. 


A day or two after Zeppelin's death, 


in 1017, a patient of mine, a lady, hap- 
pened to remark thnt It was too bad 
that the count had not lived to see the 
triumph of bis invention, and when I 
saw the kaiser shortly afterwards I 
repeated her remark to see what he 
would say. 


"I am convinced that th« count lived 


long enough to see all that the Zep- j 
pelins were capable of accomplishing," 
was his only comment It recalled the 
answer he had given me some years 
before when both Zeppelins and air- 
planes were In their infancy and I had 
asked him which held the greater 
promise. "We do not know. Time 
alone will tell," was his reply. 


The last time I conversed with the 


kufcer was on November 2G, 1017. Up 
to that time we had sent over 1CO.OOO 
troops, according to the figures which 
have since boen revealed by Secretary 
Baker. According to the kaiser's In- 
formation, however, we had only 30,- 
000 men hi France at thflt time and 
he was of the opinion that we would 
never have many more.

ing to raise on army," be declared 
satirically. **1 hear that 1.000 mutinied 
the oflier day In New York nud re- 
fused to get on a transport, and a 
town In the Northwest composed prin- 
cipally of citizens oil Swedish blood 
refused to register at all I We are get- 
ting excellent. Information about all 
conditions In America." 


Shortly before this had come the rev- 


elations Jrorn WaabLngton of the In- 
trigue of Count von "Luxburg. the Ger- 
man minister to Argentina, and I knew 
where the kaiser WBB getting the in- 
formation he referred to. In nearly 
every cose, it appeared, the kaiser's In- 
formants were misleading him. 


Both before and after we entered 


tlie war the kiiiser was thoroughly con- 
vinced that wo could play only a nom- 
inal part in It so fir as man power 
was concerned and his assurance on 
that point undoubtedly accounted for 
his decision to carry tlirough his uub- 
morJne program even though It re- 
sulted in bringing us into £he war. 


"Do you realize bow many tons of j 


shipping it takes to chip u single aol- 
dier?" he osted me on one occasion.
